Fiends Wreck a Train Di%n in 
Alabama. 


SCENE A FRIGHTFUL ONE. 


Twenty -Eight Liv es Lost and Many 
Injured-The Dead Robbed and 
Wreckage Burned.

B ir m ingham 
, Ala., Dec. 
28 .— 
Fiends in human form 
wrecked 
Birmingham 
Mineral 
passenger 
train No. 40, consisting of engine, 
baggage car and two coaches, at 
Cahaba river bridge, twenty -seven 
miles from here, at 7 o’clock Sun­ 
day morning and twenty -eight lives 
were lost. 
Twenty bodies have 
been 
cov­ 
ered from the wreck, and further 
search may still further swell the 
list of dead. 
The wreck, it is re­ 
garded as almost certain, was ac­ 
complished by the removal of a rail 
on the middle span of the trestle. 
This derailed 
the 
train, 
which 
caused 
it to knock down the two 
spans and precipitated it into the 
river, n o feet below. 


W O RST EVER KNOW N. 
The wreck was the worst that has 
ever occurred in the state, and the 
survivors are so few and so badly 
hurt that they are unable to give 
any detailed description of how it 
all happened. 
It is not known, end may never 
be ascertained, just hbw many pas­ 
sengers were on the train. 
Most of 
them were miners and residents of 
' mining towns in the district, who 
had round-trip holiday tickets, and 
were returning to their homes along 
the line of the Birmingham Min­ 
eral railroad. 
Conductor A. P. Connell, who 
probably knew better than any body 
else as to how many passengers were 
aboard, is dead. 
It is thought, 
however, that there were not ex ­ 
ceeding thirty . 


T H E W RECK ON F IR E . 
The engine landed on its "Me, 
almost at right angles with the track, 
The cars piled up on eacr other 
through the main span. 
The entire 
wreck took fire soon afterward, and 
•was rapidly burned to the water’s 
edge. 
Nine persons only escaped 
alive from all who went down, and 
several of them will probably die. 
The first news of the wreck was 
brought to Hargrove, a telegraph 
station, four miles from the Cahaba 
river, by a farmer, who said that 
whPe 
passing near the place he 
heard a crash. 
Going nearer he 
saw the two spans of the bridge 
broken out. 
He then discovered 
the burning wreckage in the shallow 
water below. 
He could hear the 
groans of the wounded and dy ing, 
but without waiting to see further 
he rode his horse rapidly to H a r­ 
grove, 
where the operator tele­ 
graphed to Birmingham and Bloc- 
ton for relief. 


COUNTRY PE O PL E G A T H E R . 
Meanwhile a few country people 
gathered at the scene 
to render 
what aid they could, but it was too 
late to do much. 
When the relief 
train 
from 
Birmingham 
arrived 
there was little need for the army 
of phy sicians that had gone along. 
The wounded were q uickly attended 
to, and then sent to Blocton for 
further attention. 
Charred corpses were packed in 
between the iron framework where 
the seats had been. 
Most of the 
bodies had been burned bey ond 
recognition. 
Some had their heads 
burned off, and of others nothing 
was left but the mere skeleton. 


A LEA P FOR L IF E . 
Of the survivors, Sam Spencer 
was the only one of the train crew 
that escaped alive. He was the col­ 
ored fireman. 
He jumped from the 
engine while it was in midair and 
landed in the water some distance 
from where the engine fell. His only 
injury was a broken "arm. 
He left 
the scene for Blocton on foot al­ 
most immediately after the wreck, 
apparently crazed with fright. 
The 
railroad officials have not y et been 
able to see him and get a state­ 
ment. 
Of the eight other survivors three 
were children, 
all of whom had 
their feet burned and mashed, and 
a lady who had both feet crushed. 


Their names have not y et been 
learned. 


STORY OF A SURVIVOR. 
Dr. Ray A. Blocton, phy sician, 
who attended Gardner, one of the 
injured survivors, telegraphed the 
statement made by Gardner as to 
the cause of the wreck. 
Gardner 
say s when he felt the cars leave the 
track he looked out and saw three 
savage men rush 
from a hiding 
place 
down 
toward 
the water’s 
edge, and that after the wreck they 
went through the wreckage, robbing 
the dead and wounded, and then 
fled to the woods. 
They did their 
work q uickly , and offered no as­ 
sistance whatever in they way of 
rescuing the imprisoned 
and in­ 
jured passengers. 


W RECKERS D ID IT . 
This story , however, has not y et 
been corroborated, but other facts 
tend to sh' w that it was the work 
of the tr 
. wreckers. An ex amina­ 
tion of 
engine shows that Engi­ 
neer White had shut off the steam 
and reversed it before it went down, 
indicating that he saw danger ahead 
as he approached the bridge, and 
tried to stop his train. 
His charred 
body was found, with his hand on 
the throttle. The survivors all agree 
that the train left the track and 
bumped along the ties, 
and then 
with a crash plunged through the 
bridge. 
Ex pert engineers say that 
there is every indication that a rail 
was removed, which derailed the 
train, and caused it to pull down 
the bridge. 
The cross ties show 
marks of the wheels. 


A N O TH ER A TTEM PT. 
Three men also tried to wreck a 
Southern railway train near Henry - 
elien, fifteen miles east of here, five 
day s ago, by removing a rail on a 
trestle ninety feet high. 
The fast 
ex press left the track, but the en­ 
gineer managed by superhuman ef­ 
fort to stop it before it tore down 
the trestle. 
In this case three men 
were seen running from the place, 
and it is b e l i e v e d that the same p ar­ 
ties removed the rail from the Ca­ 
haba bridge, causing frightful loss 
of life, as related above. 
In 
e a c h 
case 
a crowbar, with 
which the 
spikes a a d been withdrawn, was left 
behind. 
In both instances the spot 
selected by the wreckers was a wild 
and desolate mountainous country . 


A N O TH ER FATAL A C C ID EN T. 
On the approaches of the same 
bridge 
Sunday afternoon another 
fatal accident occurred. 
A bridge 
carpenter was killed 
and several 
persons were injured by a collision 
between an engine and one of the 
wrecking trains sent to the scene of 
the wreck.

must exist—-or would compel 
ma­ 
ter ialists to r evise and widen their 
whole theor y of tin r elation of mat­ 
ter to mind, it being evident that 
sentience could exist under conli- 
tions hither to deemed impossible. 
Ther e ar e cer tainty millions, and 
possibly billions, of wor lds of which 
no two ar e the same, and if sentient 
being's wer e found past question in 
one other wor ld than our s, the pr e­ 
sumption that they existed under a 
var iety of conditions, and pr obably, 
ther efor e, in a var iety of for ms pr acti­ 
cally unlimited, would become so vio­ 
lent that to r eject the theor y would 
soon be r egar ded as an evidence of 
a foolish, popular habit of disbelief 
in the unseen. 
Man has some in­ 
ter nal dislike to believe that limited 
beings with sentience can exist un­ 
der conditions other than his own, 
and habitually assumes that a wor ld 
without air is a dead wor ld, or at 
all events an empty wor ld; yet ther e 
is 110 pr oof that the ether , which 
we know to be ever ywher e, cannot 
suppor t life, or that cir cumstances 
of which we know nothing may not 
modify either its intoler able cold or 
the efleet of that cold. 
In Mar s itself ther e is some po­ 
tency at wor k which, to the despair 
for the moment of ter r estr ial science, 
pr oduces war mth wher e cold ought 
to r eign per manently supr eme. 
It 
is as cer tain as any deduction fr om 
analogy can

Mar s is mild. 
Snow cer tainly melts 
r apidly— that is patent to the tele­ 
scope— vapor cer tainly 
r ises— that 
is clear fr om the spectr um-analysis 
— water flows, and ther e ar e indi­ 
cations, if not pr oofs, that a sudden 
vegetation follows the sudden thaw­ 
ing of the snow. 
What war ms the 
air 
is unknown, but it is war med 
past all question or doubt, and all 
ar guments, ther efor e, as 
to the in­ 
evitableness ol cold in other wor lds 
must be pr onounced imper fect, as 
ar e also those which show the im­ 
possibility of sustaining cor por eal 
life. 
All we can say with cer tainty 
is that if sentient beings with cor ­ 
por eal fr ames exist in Mar s, the r e­ 
lation of the lungs to the body can­

shar pshooter s, per ­ 
ished to a man after her oically bat­ 
tling for five hour s against vastly 
super ior Spanish for ces in Pinar del 
Rio pr ovince, killing double their 
own number and wounding pr obably 
as many mor e. 
Havana officials ar e jubilant, pas­ 
senger s ar r iving her e say, over the 
news of this victor y. 
A Cuban band v-ns obser ved near 
Pinar del Rio City Thur sday mor n­ 
ing, and Gener al Melquizo sent two 
squadr ons of cavalr y to attack it. 
After a r unning fight the band, 
which pr oved to be composed of 
fifteen Texans, was chased into a 
‘ ‘bottle,” a bit of hr .mmock, hav­ 
ing 
only 
one 
opening. 
The 
Texans, 
seeiDg 
that 
they 
wer e 
in 
a 
hole, 
r etr eated 
to 
the 
far ther 
end 
and 
for tified 
themselves hastily behind some big 
boulder s. 
The Spanish tr oops dis­ 
mounted 
and 
sur r ounded 
them, 
pour ing in a fir e fr om all sides. 
The br ave Texans r eplied, and kept 
up the fight 
for 
mor e than five 
hour s. 
By that time six of the fifteen 
had 
been 
killed 
and 
four 
wer e 
wounded, 
while 
twenty-five Span­ 
iar ds had bitten the dust and ten or 
mor e wer e wounded. 
A flag of tr uce was sent in by the 
Spanish, and the Texans wer e called 
on to sur r ender , but the Amer icans 
r efused 
with 
one 
accor d 
to lay 
down their ar ms, shouting: 
“ 
We 
r emember Maceo.” 
This infur iated the Spanish and 


they fought with r enewed fier ceness. 
Twice they char ged, but the r apid 
fir ing of the br ave little band dr ove 
them back. 
By getting on a high r idge behind 
the Texans’ positions, 
the Span­ 
iar ds wer e enabled to pour in a fir e 
that killed all but two of those left. 
Those two gallantly continued to 
fight, 
and held off the enemy an 
hour longer . 
Then, over come bv thir st and en­ 
feebled by the loss of blood flowing 
fr om a duzen wounds, they wer e 
cut to pieces by the Spaniar ds, who 
finally dashed upas the Texas cr ied: 
“ 
Viva Cuba Libr e.”

What He Knows A. bout Railroad 
Hospitals. 


TUE FIRST INSTITUTION. 


The Idea Originated in the West, but 
Has Exteuaed Throughout tlie 
Country. 


D r. Willis P. King, 
for years a 
resident of 
Sedalia, 
but now 
in 
charge of the Missouri Pacific rail­ 
way hospital in 
Kansas City, had 
the following communication in the 
K ansas C ity World of Sunday, un­ 
der the caption of “ Railroad H o s ­ 
pitals:^' 


T he railroad hospital is an insti­ 
tution of modern 
adoption, 
and, 
like many other useful things, has 
grown out of the very necessities of 
the situation. 


During ttie time of the construc­ 
tion of the Union Pacific railroad 
across the arid deserts of the west, 
the contractors assessed their em ­ 
ployes so much per man 
and c o n ­ 
ducted 
hospitals 
in 
large 
tents. 
This was a matter of necessity be­ 
cause of the far removal of the 


construction forces from civiliza 
tion. 
The plan proved so success­ 
ful, 
however, 
that after the road 
had been finished and turned over 
to its owners, 
they continued the 
system, building the first hospital in 
San Francisco. 


T h e Iron Mountain and Missouri 
Pacific systems next adopted, p rac­ 
tically, the 
same plan, 
and then 
cam e the Wabash, the “ Memphis 
route” 
and 
other western foads. 
T h e International and Great N orth­ 
ern, the Texas Pacific and the Mis 
souri, 
Kansas and Texas were all 
organized while they were a part of 
the 
Missouri Pacific system, 
and 
though 
now 
being 
severed 
from 
the latter road, they are conducted 
as separate 
*stems. 
The railry i hospital system has 
made no headway in the east. 
Like 
all good things of we ern invention 
and adoption, it tra 
ed east very 
slowly. 
Not only have the m anage­ 
ments of the great eastern lines re­ 
fused to adopt the system, but even 
the chief surgeons of many of those 
lines actually oppose it. 
This grows 
out of the fact that there are city 
hospitals in mont of tne small towns 
of the 
east, 
in 
which sick and 
wounded railroad employ s may be 
conveniently cared 
for, 
and this 
has been done for so long a time 
that it is hard to persuade the gen­ 
eral managers and chief surgeons 


that there can possibly be anything 
better; and even when shown cold 
facts and figures which go to prove 
that it is not only cheaper, 
but 
better for each road to own its own 
hospitals, 
they shake their heads 
dubiously, 
as 
much 
£s 
to 
say: 
“ Your figures look all right; but, I 
am afraid you are exaggerating. ” 
It is better for both the railroad 
company and its employes to have 
a hospital system of their own for 
reasons which are quite convincing 
when properly and truthfully stated. 
I f the sick or injured employe must 
care for himself at the boarding 
houses along the line of road he 
must pay an additional rate 
for 
board on account of the fact that 
he is a sick o r ’ an injured person; 
and as a rule keepers of such places 
do not want sick and wounded peo­ 
ple in their houses. 
He must, 
in 
addition, pay his own doctor bills 
and hire day and night nurses, if he 
io very sick. 
If the company must 
pay the 
expense, 
it is the 
same 
thing, with quite a large addition 
to the bill because of the responsi 
bility 
of 
the 
corporation. 
B e ­ 
fore 
the 
adoption 
of 
the 
hos­ 
pital 
system 
such 
bill 
rarely 
amounted 
to 
less 
than 
$5 
per 
day and often to twice that sura, 
while sick and wounded employes 
can 
be and are cared for in the 
railroad hospitals for S i . 50 per day 
and less, not to mention the fact 
that they are cared for in a much 
better and safer way 
than is possi­ 
ble in the cheap hotels and board­ 
ing houses along the line of the 
road. 
This 
expense includes the 
services 
of the 
attendant 
physi­ 
cians, 
nurses, 
board, 
medicines, 
surgical appliances, rent of build­ 
ing, fuel, water, gas— everything. 
There is another 
consideration, 
however, that is 
more potent than

else: 
Under the ^

for by physicians who 
are 
trained 
for 
the 
work. 
Without 
casting 
any 
reflection

Pensio n payments, Indian pay­ 
ments, the acco unts o f the Missis­ 
sippi River Co mmissio n, etc., will 
all be cleared hereafter thro ugh the 
St. Lo uis clearing ho use. 
It may be mentio ned that Chicago 
tried and failed to o btain this co n­ 
cessio n, which gives St. Lo uis an 
even higher standard than hereto ­ 
fo re as a financial center.

leper. 
^ T h e living presence of such a b e ­ 


ing would be a more terrible object 
lesson for the consideration of those 
whose 
tendencies 
were 
brutishiy 
lustful than aq occasional lynching, 
which is soon forgotten 
It is 
an open question whether 
even the law has a 
right to take a 
life, but it has the right to protect 
society 
against 
all 
devilment.

place of refuge, 
some 
district in 
each 
state 
given 
over 
to 
these 
M i s e r a b l e 
beings, 
when 
thus 
ifanded, 
so 
that 
at 
least 
they 
might 
be able 
to labor for their 
living, in one community, for they 
would be despised of all men and 
none would give them work. 
I have no squeamish excuses to 
offer 
for 
this 
suggestion. 
The 
prevalence of such crimes demand 
something more than an occa«;onal 
editorial, and a few individual ex 
pressions of 
righteous anger and 
disgust, followed by a “ trustfulness 
that 
the officers 
of 
the 
law will 
some how find 
out the offenders," 
and 
then 
forgetfulness 
or 
in­ 
difference. 
Y o u r editorials are, ho we ve r, to 
the purpose. 
But it should not be 
necessary for the detectives to be 
promised 
£500 or £1,000 to find 
the scoundrel who has committed

offenses.

man 
except the brute himself should be

willing detective.
